He will be in a position to give 
them the best market prices, suggest 
the best methods of placing the farm 
products on the market, and in many 
other ways aid the farmer to secure the 
greatest dividends from his farm.

Bagpipes Have Been Known Since 
Thar* Haa Been Any Record 
\rVrltt6n In History, 

Bagpipes are the Bulgarian national 
Instrument. Until lately the servants 
who waited on the Turkish grand viz- 
ier In Constantinople were mutes, 
though not, as in former times, per- 
sons specially mutilated, but children 
born deaf and dumb. They use a 
language of signs, with, a special ges- 
ture to describe the representative of 
each nation.
